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INTRODUCTION 


History. Prior to 1946, medical and allied science 
training film productions were being carried on inde- 
pendently by Federal Government agencies which had 
mutual areas of interest in such activities. While bene- 
fits to be derived from the exchange of experiences and 
information were apparent, and some interchange was 
carried on sporadically and unofficially, no committee, 
responsible for this type of interchange, was in 
existence. 

Shortly after the conclusion of World War n, the 
need for a committee was felt to be a matter of urgency. 
On 15 May 1946, Rear Admiral John Harper (MC), 
USN, took the initial step by addressing a letter to the 
Surgeon General of the Navy, suggesting that an Inter- 
departmental Committee on Medical Training Aids be 
established, and that the Department of the Army, the 
Department of the Navy, the Public Health Service, 
and the Veterans Administration be invited to nominate 
representatives. It was visualized that the Committee 
would confine its activities to films and other projected 
audio-visual aids. 

Action on Admiral Harper's letter was completed on 
29 May 1946, when the Honorable James V. Forrestal, 
Secretary of the Navy, addressed letters to General 
Dinar Bradley, the Administrator of Veterans Affairs; 
the Honorable Robert P. Patterson, Secretary of War; 
md Watson B. Miller, the Administrator of the Federal 
Security Agency, suggesting such a committee and re- 
piesting nominations. By the end of June 1946, the 
dan was unanimously approved, and each participating 
igency appointed members and alternate members to 
Re Committee. In 1947, the Department of the Air 
Force came into existence, and, in September of that 
fear, this new agency appointed its member and alter- 
nate member to the Committee. 

Membership in the 1CMTA now comprises one repre- 
entutive and one alternate from each of the following 
federal Government agencies : 

Department of the Air Force— Office of the Sur- 
geon General 

Department of the Army— Office of the Surgeon 
General 

Department of the Navy— Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery 

Department of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare — Public Health Service 

Veterans Administration— Department of Medi- 
cine and Surgery 


Committee interest was not confined to medical film 
production activities alone. The broader area of film 
utilization presented a troublesome problem to each 
member agency. With increasing production of medi- 
cal training aids from all sources came the increasing 
difficulty of knowing what these aids were and how 
they could he obtained. No accurate catalog of films, 
comprehensive enough to be generally useful through- 
out. medicine or to each ICMTA member agency, ’ as 
available. All that were in existence had been prepared 
by film distributors to promote the use of their wn 
films, or had been compiled by film users with relatively 
restricted areas of interest, None was very broad in 
scope, and few were accurate. In response to the ur- 
gent need for an accurate listing of available medical 
films, generally useful to member agencies of the 
ICMTA, this Film Reference Guide for Medicine and 
Allied Sciences was planned by the Committee and pre- 
pared by the Library of Congress from raw data sup- 
plied by Committee members. 

Purpose. The Film Reference Guide for Medicine 
and Allied Science* is designed to provide members of 
the ICMTA with a ready reference to selected medical 
films and to where they may be obtained. Since many 
of the films listed in the Reference Guide are of interest 
and available to film users outside ICMTA member 
agencies, it is intended that the publication shall he 
available to all who may find it of value. 

Frequency. The Film Reference Guide for Medi- 
cine and Allied Sciences is printed semiannually in 
July and in January, whereby each new issue will re- 
place the previous one. 

Scope. The Film Reference Guide for Medicine and 
Allied Sciences includes entries of selected medical films 
and filmstrips. The criteria for selection are that each 
film selected shall be: 

Of use in the medical program of at least one of 
the member agencies of the Interdepartmental 
Committee on Medical Training Aids, 

Currently available for borrowing or rental from 
any source. (No films which are for sale only 
lmye been listed.) 

Entries. Each film is entered under its title, fol- 
lowed by the explanatory phrase Motion picture or 
Filmstrip , enclosed in parentheses, the name of the 
producer, the releasing agent, when different, and the 
release date. Each entry also includes a physical de-

scrip tion of the film, a summary of its informational 
content, and states the distributor (s) from which it 
may be obtained. Filins which are parts of series and 
are commonly identified with the series, are also listed 
under the series title, referring to the full entry under 
the individual title of each film. Similarly, films which 
are known by another title are listed under the other 
title, as a cross-reference to the correct title. All 
entries in the main body of the Reference Guide are 
arranged alphabetically. 

Subject Index. An alphabetical subject index is 
provided, based on the list of Subject Headings Used 
in the Dictionary Catalog s of the Library of Con grew. 
Under each subject is an alphabetical listing of the films 
dealing with the subject. References from terms which 
are not used to those which are used (see references) , 
and references to more specific subjects or coordinate 
subjects representing other aspects or closely related 
matter (see also references), are included. An asterisk 
after a title indicates that the film is a filmstrip, whereas 
no special designation is used with motion pictures. 

Distributors. Where more than one distributor is 
indicated in an individual film entry in the body of the 
Reference Guide, the first-named distributor is to be 
considered the primary source from which the film may 
be borrowed. 

Each film distributor to whom reference is made in 
the body of the Reference Guide is listed in the Alpha- 
betical Directory of Distributors, In cases where film 
distributors have more than one distribution center, 
each center is listed under the appropriate distributor’s 
name. 


Special copies of the Reference Guide, prepared for 
the individual use of member agencies of the ICMTA, 
have, in addition to the Alphabetical Directory of Dis- 
tributors, a separate listing of each agency's own film 
distribution centers which appears inside the front 
cover. 

Policy. The Film Reference Guide for Medicine and 
Allied Sciences is a cooperative publication, made pos- 
sible only by the common interest of member agencies 
of the ICMTA and by the Library of Congress in its 
painstaking effort to provide for the Committee a truly 
accurate and useful reference tool. Suggestions and 
criticisms for the improvement of this publication are 
welcomed from medical film users and distributors 
alike. 

Inquiries. The Film Reference Guide for Medicine 
and Allied Sciences is prepared in the Descriptive Cat- 
aloging Division and the Catalog Maintenance Division, 
and is distributed by the Card Division of the Library 
of Congress. Questions and suggestions of an editorial
